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Organization of the b.S. (Democratic Arny) 


Tt was decided that the andarte movement would be organised henceforth on 
the following Lines: 


(a) ee Band: This would be the basie onit and would comprise 
HGHe 


(b) Group of Andarts Bandas This would be composed of 150 men. 


{e) Mountain Headquarters: There would be a Mountain Headquarters 
on avery important mountain range. These Headquarters would 
command all the Groups of Andarte bands or individual Andarte 
bands operating in their partiolar territory. 


(d) Regional General Headquarters: Such headquarters would ultimately 


be set up in each Region to command all Mountain Headquarters 
and saaller formations operating in the Region. There would 

be threa Regional Headquarters ~ Northern Greece. (Hacedonia and 
Thrace), Thessaly (including Epirus), and Roumeli (Sterea Ellas ).

An official would be appointed in each local K.K.E. organization to deal 
exclusively with Andarte matters. He would maintain contact with the 
Andartes operating in his region, keeping them informed of the movements, 
Strength and armament of local Government forces, both Arny and Gendarmerie, 
He would also keep the Andartes supplied with food and other requirerents 
and reinforce the Groups with both men and women reervits. Machinery 

fox the coordination of operations and activities between the various 
Regional headquarters, and between the Regional. headquarters and its sub- 
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comaands, was also to be evolved. Permanent contact would. therefgre 
be established between the various Regional, headquarter, and bebeen 
each Regional (eadquarters and its subordinate Mountain Feadquarters. 
The whole Andarté moveugnt would thus be in a position to Integrats its 
operation ageinst the Array and thd Gendarmerie as well as to usurp 

the functions of the State itself. 7 


Prosent S 


The prosent strength of the Democratic Army, based on figures presented 
te the Full Asseably by the Kepetenel, was piven as 8,700 sient and 115 
Romer. Regions Headquarters of Northern Greece had £,200 men. and 

87 women under its comand, the Regional Headquarters of Thessaly 
arid Epirus 2,600 men and 25 women, and the Repional Headquarters: 

of Sterea wifes 900 men and 3 women. As the number of women Andartes 
was not considered sufficient, it was decided to inctease the number 
ta 500 by the end of the year and to employ them in the hospitals

5. Policy of the Democratic Army 


Tt was unanimously agveod thet the Democratic Army would follow K.K.E.'s 
géneral line of policy. Territory held by Andartes ould be purged 
of ali, reactionary elanents including the Gendafmerie. ani armed Right 
Wing bands. Propazanda in the Army would be intensified, Executions 
of members of the Greek forces, apart fron well-known Honarcho-Fascists, 
Would be avoided, Booklets, pamphlets and the newspapers of the 

' Bemocratio Army explaining ite aims and urging Reconciliation would 
be ciroulated throughcut the country, 7 


Propaganda put out by the Andartes would stress the patriotic aims’ 

of tha Denocratic Aray and explain its opposition to the movement for 

an. Autonomous. Macedonia, which false runor had attributed to the Afdartes. 
‘The suggestion that the Andartes received agsistarite from abroad would 

be dismissed as equally false and it would bs made Clear that the | 
Democratic Army intended to defend Greece's frontiers. 


It was also agreed that the rank and file should be restrained from 
any acts of personal revenpe and murder of the defenseless, If, 
however, cl#cumstances forced their hand, care must be taken to put 
the blame for such incidents on the Gendarmerie, Burning and looting 
of property were to be discouraged. , 


6 Aduinistration of the Free Areas 


Mountain and Regional Headquarters would organize the political, 
military and security adaintstration of their free Areas. Lodal Tom 
Majors would be appointed in villages and towns, who would keep omer 
with Apdarte patrols and the National Civil Guartl (EP). The patrols 
aod EP's would keep @ olose chéck on all new-coners (Greeks or 
foreigners) and provide intelligence on the movements of the Reaction 
and Greek armed forces, 


a 
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People's Comaittees would be forned to desl with the needs 

of the local population in each Community. The Andartes would 
alau exercizs a political rcle. Sehools would be re-opened 

as soon as possible and telephone communications re-established 
between the Free Areas. Pecple's Courts would also be set up 
but would only deal with minor offenses. Andarte Courts- . 
martial would deal with cases such as espionage or collaboration 
with the Government forces of the Reaction. 


It was stated that all these conditions had been’ realized already 
in the Free Areas under the control of the Regional Headquarters 
of Northerr. Greece whose example was being followed by the Regional 
Headquarters of Thessaly and Epirus, but not in the Sterea Ellas 
region, where there were as yat no well-established Free Areas. 


Official View of K.K.E. on the Internal Situation 


Petros Roussos, the K.KeE. representative, then addressed the 

meeting. He said that the position of the present Government 

Was coapletely undermined by its failure to establish Greeca’s 
national claims and by the financial situation. There would therefore 
soon be another Government crisis. The Anglo-Saxons would again 
interfere to support the formation of an anti-EAM bloc of the 
Bourgeois Parties. ‘Such a solution would be unacgreptable to the 
people, the Party and the Democratic Army. If imposed, the people 
would have to fight on until it could dictate its om terms to 

the Government cf the "Athens State." . 


Relations Between K.K.E, and the Democratic Army 


Continuing his address, Roussos stated that the Party attached 
great importance to reaching general agreament with the Assembly. 
It admitted having nade mistakes in the past when, for example, 
certain ELAS Kapetanei had bean unfairly treated. But errors 
had been committed on both sides and in the interests of unity 
in the present tasx personal grudges should be forgotten. 
Kapetanei should remember that the Central Leadership of the 
Party was determined not to repeat the mistakes of the past. 

The Central Comittee of the Party officially declared that it would 
not interfere in any technical or military natter affecting the 
Democratic Army. (This part of the address was enthusiastically 
cheered by the Kapetanei). The complete success of future 
operations would depend on the coordination of the Democratic 
Army's operations and activities. Coordination under a central 
authority was essential and could only be implemented by the 
formation of a General Headquarters of the Democratic Arny of 
Greece. As already stated, the Central Committee would not 
intervene in such matters but wished to be allowed to make the 
suggestion that a temporary Committee of three members be chosen 
whose task would be to coordinate the activities of the Democratic 
Arny, The Comittee would function until such time as a GQ 

was formed. This could not tal:e place, even if the suggestion 
were adopted, until K.K.E. and EAM were officially outlawed. 
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Roussos suggested that two of the three members be chosen 

by the Fapetanei present, while the third menber would be 
appointed by the Central Cormittee of the Party. Ths : 
Committee of three would coordinate the activities of the 
three Regional 'eadquarters mich in the sane way as the former 
Central Comittee of ELAS (with Mandakas, Hedjimichalis end - 
Siantos) controlled ELAS. Roussos's proposal was put to the 
vote and accepted. Georgios Kissavos and Markos Vafiades 
wWete elected to represent the Kapetanei, while the third 
menber remained to be chosen by the Politburo. He would 

be a menber of the Central Cormittee and continue to reside 
ig Athens. As the Party and Left Wing were still in a 
position to operate semi-legally, it was not yet tima to 
discuss the formation of a Goverment, Tho natter would 

be serlously considered as scon as KeX.E. was officially 
ortlawed. 


9. NO.F. 


Roussos assured the meeting that the Centrel Committee was 
as much prececupied as the Andartes with the subject of N.O.F. 
He agreed with certain of the Kapetanei present that, had a 
d@legation of N.O.F. Kapstanoi been invited to the Full Assenbly, 
aa had been suggested, the meeting's chanees of agreement 
Would have been slight. As N.O.F. was @ satellite organisation 
of the Communist Party of Yugoslavia, a delegation of Kapstanei 
fould in any case have had no authority to discuss natters 
with K.K.E. W.0.F. aimed either at the union of Greek and 

lan Haredonia with e Macedonian Republic in the Federal 
Yugoslav State, or at the formation of a United Macedonian 


ef the Balkans. It could not therefore ba concealed that a 


it vas a matter wich eovld not be settled at the present 
Asserbly and the Central Committee had ordared him, accompaniad 
by Bartzictas, to settle the matter direct with Skoplje. 


K.X.E. believed that after digcussion N.0.F. would agree to 
declare that it had uo territorial claims on Greek Macedonia 
and would then continue to operate on Greok soil under K.K.E. contzol., 
Being Communists thenselves, N.O.F. wovld be bound to uphold the 
principle of self-determination. If K,.K.E.'s terms wara rejected 
by N.0.F., the Party rould Suggest @ plebiscite, leaving it to 
the Macedonians to decide whether they wished to reaain with 
Greece or go over to Yugoslavia, As tha Slayo-Hacedonians wore 
a Minority in Macedonia, the result of such a plebiscite would 

7 undo ub be in favor of Greece. It was hoped that N.0.F, 
would not insist ona different solution to tha problen, as 
this might well be prejudicial to the Greek revolutionary 
movencnt. The population of Macedonia and Thrace tere evan 
greater patriots than the Greeks of Roumali Sterea, and . 
Roussos felt cure tat they would not submit to anything ‘3 
but a Greek political sdministration. The Party hoped that its - 
differences of opinion tith N.O.F. would be settled by the end of 
Novenber and expected to see .N.O0.F, and the Democratic Army continue 
the struggle for independence and the Liberation of Greece frou British 
troops. 
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Roussos concluded his statement on N.0.F. by saying that 

he had been authorized to tell the Assenbly that if an 
agreement could not be reached K.K.E. would subult the. 
question to the Bureau of the Balkan Communist Parties, which 
would hold its second meeting at the end of November, KeKeE. 
was confident that the verdict would be in its favor, the 
najority of its "foreign Comrades" being in agreement with 
the Party's attitude, 
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
